as the only language for the 
United States and reintroduce 
the military draft to meet in- 
creasing global commitments. 

Is he a radical? "Well, if 
thinking outside the box is rad- 
ical..." wondered Mitchell. "I 
was trained by my dad to look 
at things differently, look at' 
things from all sides." 

As for changing the world, 
Mitchell is quick to engage in 
philosophical discussions 
about the backbone of his can- 
didacy—the Ten Command- . 
ments. 

"It's not necessarily a reli- 



gious belief," he said. "If you 
step back and look at it, the first 
six items are all the basis for 
civil law today." 

In the spirit of adhering to 
those tenets, Mitchell differs 
from his running mates by re- 
questing that any campaign do- 
nations be given to community 
organizations sending care 
packages to servicemen and 
women in war zones or injured 
in military hospitals. 

Despite not having overflow- 
ing campaign coffers, Mitchell 
feels voters will respond 
strongly to.his 25 years of local 
government experience.

Geo-Karis prepares 
for primary election

Adeline Geo-Karis, 77, is a 
political superstar in Lake 
County, having devoted much 
of her life to serving the resi- 
dents of Lake County. 

Her 34 years as a legislator, 
26 as a senator in Dist. 31, cer- 
tainly demonstrate her experi- 
ence and ability to represent 
voters. On the issues she has a 
distinctive voice, erring on the 
side of prudence. 

Despite the popular opinion 
that all levels of government 
are plagued by corruption, she 
has come out to defend her 
downstate colleagues. 

"I don't think there has 
been that much corruption," 
she said. 

The Republican has taken 
flak from her main opponent, 
Sue Simpson, for not being

tough enough on ending the 
culture of corruption. 

But, it's

The issue revolves around 
whether Geo-Karis is physi- 
cally up to the task of meeting 
the demands of her duties as 
Senator for another term.

School district 34 obviously 
has a problem. 

It's schools are overflowing 
with students. The student pop- 
ulation is more than 3,000 and 
capacity is only 2,870. Sixteen 
mobile classrooms house extra 
children, a safety concern for 
parents and staff. 

The remedy to the problem 
that district officials have pro- 
posed is building two new 
schools, but community mem- 
bers are debating whether it's 
the right solution. 

A referendum on the March 
21 ballot will ask taxpayers to 
approve the proposal, increas- 
ing the tax rate by 20 cents. For a 
home with a value of $200,000, 
this would add $123 a year to 
that homeowner's taxes. The 
owner of a $300,000 home would 
pay an extra $185 a year. 

The tax increase would help 
pay for the $45.6 million project. 

District officials held infor- 
mation sessions and school 
tours to push for a yes vote on 
the spring ballot. 

One session was at' W.C. 
Petty Elementary School. 
Display boards packed with 
graphs, charts, maps and other 
information encircled a science 
classroom, looking very much 
like a science fair exhibit. 

Petty staffers, representa- 
tives from Green Associates, the 
architecture firm that is draw- 
ing up plans for the two possible 
schools, and Superintendent 
Scott Thompson were on hand 
to field questions from parents 
that flowed in and out of the 
open house session. 

Steve Stiglic of Antioch stud- 
ied a chart explaining the tax in- 
crease. A minute earlier he 
spoke with Thompson to learn 
more. 

"I know it's well-needed, but 
they're still going to be short," 
Stiglic said of the two-building 
proposal. 

Before the district knows it, 
the rapid population growth 
will require even more space for 
students, Stiglic said. The dis- 
trict should have planned on 
constructing three new schools, 



he said. 

The biggest concern 
Thompson said he hears from 
students is the idea of lumping 
fifth-graders into the new mid- 
dle school building. The junior 
high would be for grades five- 
through eight. 

Kit Dunn, communications 
specialist for Green Associates, 
explained that fifth-graders 
would be in the same building 
as the middle schoolers, but 
they would be sectioned off into 
their own area and still follow 
an elementary-style program. 

Paula Lohrmann and Dawn 
Kirkegaard came to the Petty 
open house to get more informa- 
tion, they said. The two scruti- 
nized the mini billboards, 
bouncing concerns off of each 
other. 

"It's obvious it's needed, but 
the problem is statewide, and 
that's the real problem," 
Kirkegaard said. She said 
schools all over Illinois are suf- 
fering from overcrowding and 
lack of funds, and she isn't sure 
that building two schools will 
really solve the problem. 

Both Kirkegaard and 
Lohrmann said they wondered 
about the impact the new build- 
ings would have on roads, the 
bus system and other trans- 
portation issues. 

Some residents may be skep- 
tical of the district's plan, but 
others have thrown their mil 
support behind it. Joni Kalstrup 
and Tracy Campbell formed 
Citizens for D34 Children, a pro- 
referendum organization. 

Campbell said she was on the 
Assuring the Future committee, 
which determined that building 
two schools would be the best 
way to handle the increasing 
student population. 

Alternatives the committee 
considered included putting an 
addition between Antioch 
ppper Grade School and Petty 
Elementary, adding on to the 
schools and making the schools 
two stories tall, Campbell said.. 
"But we realized that the dis- 
trict is growing at such a rate 
that we needed two new build- 
ings," she said. 

Kalstrup and Campbell said 
they spend nearly 20 hours a

week calling voters, passing out 
flyers and newsletters, and ask- 
ing people to register to vote. 

Kalstrup said this isttie solu- 
tion the district has been wait- 
ingror. - 

"People hear tax increase 
and they don't hear the rest of 
your sentence," Kalstrup said. 
"They get afraid that the board 
isn't looking out for their best 
interests." 

And the tax increase isn't re- 
ally that bad, the two women 
said. Kalstrup said it's a nice 
dinner out Campbell compared 
it to a night's stay at Wisconsin 
Dells. 

Kalstrup and Campbell have 
two boys each in the district 
schools. Kalstrup said she does- 
n't want overcrowding to get in 
the way of their education. 

"If I'm going to- put my 
money somewhere, that's one 
place where I will definitely put 
my money," Kalstrup said. 

Other area referendums 

Dist. 116 is asking for $1? million in 
school building bonds to reconstruct 
Magee Middle School in Round Lake, 
create a common space at the high 
school and provide all the elemen- 
tary schools with new heating and - 
cooling units. 

The referendum will cost of a 
homeowner with a $100,000 home 
23 cents a day, 

Mundeiein High School Dist. 20 will 
ask voters to allow an Increase in the 
maximum annual educational tax 
rate. Officials say residents will not 
see an Increase in tax rate if the ref- 
erendum passes. 

Because the district recently paid 
off debt, the educational tax rate will 
drop by 40 cents. Officials are seek- 
ing to keep the rate the same and use 
the extra money to restore several 
services and programs that were cut.

Most political observers, as 
well as Salvi, feel her gender 
would level the playing field 
during a November showdown 
with incumbent Rep.

"I enjoy campaigning, I 
enjoy serving," she said. 

"Every day is new and I've 
felt tremendous support from 
voters as I walk from business 
to business and home to home 
talking to people. I'm a rock- 
solid tax fighter, fiscal conser- 
vative defender of the family... 
and we're ready to take it on 
home in November." 



Simpson ready for challange

Simpson is upbeat about her 
chances for securing a seat for 
the November elections against 
Michael Bond, but the final leg 
of any race is the biggest chal- 
lenge. 

"Geo has huge name ID but 
the reception I've gotten has 
been extremely favorable," 
Simpson said. "God willing, 
I'm the winner, but if not there 
will be a lot of Republicans in 
the primary who will need my 
help." 



Curran, Oliver square off in sheriff race

Curran's list of high-profile 
positions, professional recogni- 
tions, teaching posts and cam- 
paign endorsements pale in 
comparison to his quest to end 
corruption in the Lake County 
Sheriffs Office. 

"Indictment of the fop offi- 
cials in Sheriff Del Re's admin- 
istration and a two year investi- 
gation by the Lake County* 
States Attorney's Office and the 
Illinois Attorney General's 
Office is less than acceptable," 
Curran said 



Several vie for seats in county board primary election

Below is a brief rundown of 
the contested Lake County 
Board .Districts heading into 
Election Day. 

District 2 

Diane Hewitt of Waukegan 
is one of two candidates chal- 
lenging for . the Democratic 
nomination in the primary. 

A parts representative for 
General Motors, Brandon 
Rohrdanz of Gurnee is also 
vying to unseat incumbent 
Republican Randall Whitmore. 

Hewitt said she is a propo- 
nent of open space and would 
look for ways to fund road im- 
provements. 

Rohrdanz said he too is a 
proponent of open space, is op- 
posed to over-development and 
wants more land acquisition 
for forest preserves. 



On the Republican- side, 
Whitmore, of Wadsworth, is the 
owner of a gas station and tow- 
ing business in addition to 
being the Dist. 2 incumbent. 

He said he wants increased 
efforts to recruit businesses 
and retain existing busi- 
nesses. 

Jason Mercure of Beach 
Park is challenging Whitmore 
as a Republican. He said he 
wants county representatives 
to be more accessible to con- 
stituents and would hold quar- 
terly meetings. 

District 4 

In the Lake County Board 
Dist. 4 race, Republican candi- 
date Jack Senter, of Zion, is 
hoping to unseat incumbent 
Brent Paxton, who is seeking 
his third term as representa- 
tive. 

Senter has said he wants to 
attract and retain businesses 
through businessrfriendly poli- 



cies and is committed to not in- 
creasing taxes. 

Paxton said he is opposed to 
raising property taxes and 
sales taxes without requesting 
approval from voters through 
referendum. 

District 8 

In the Lake County Board 
Dist. 8 race. Democratic candi- 
date Bill Durkin is challenging 
Democrat incumbent Bob 
Sabonjian, who is seeking his 
third term as representative. 
Both candidates are sons of for- 
mer Waukegan mayors. 

. Durkin has spent seven 
years as park district commis- 
sioner and said he supports fur- 
ther acquisition of land for for- 
est preserves, and wants to con- 
trol development. 

Through the years, 
Sabonjian has helped secure 
more than $500,000 to create af- 
fordable housing in Waukegan, 
has cleaned up the lakefront, 



and spurred home ownership 
initiatives. 

District 12 

Michael Rodriguez is chal- 
lenging Democratic incumbent 
Angelo D, Kyle, who has served 
as the District 12 representative 
since 1990. 

Rodriguez said he wants to 
revitalize initiatives to cope 
with high poverty in the dis- 
trict, will work toward creating 
a good business climate to at- 
tract and retain small busi- 
nesses and will make land ac- 
quisition a priority while em- 
phasizing preservation of wet- 
lands.

The big push 

D34 waiits a yes vote on March 21

School district 34 obviously 
has a problem. 

It's schools are overflowing 
with students. The student pop- 
ulation is more than 3,000 and 
capacity is only 2.B70. Sixteen 
mobile classrooms house extra 
children, a safety concern for 
parents and staff. 

The remedy to the problem 
that district officials have pro- 
posed is building two new 
schools, but community mem- 
bers are debating whether it's 
the right solution. 

A referendum on the March 
21 ballot will ask taxpayers to 
approve the proposal, increas- 
ing the tax rate by 20 cents. For a 
home with a value of $200,000, 
this would add $123 a year to 
that homeowner's taxes. The 
owner of a $300,000 home would 
pay an extra $185 a year. 

The tax increase would help 
pay for the $45.6 million project. 

District officials held infor- 
mation sessions and school 
tours to push for a yes vote on 
the spring ballot. 

One session was at' W.C. 
Petty Elementary School. 
Display boards packed with 
graphs, charts, maps and other 
information encircled a science 
classroom, looking very much 
like a science fair exhibit. 

Petty staffers, representa- 
tives from Green Associates, the 
architecture firm that is draw- 
ing up plans for the two possible 
schools, and Superintendent 
Scott Thompson were on hand 
to field questions from parents 
that flowed in and out of the 
open house session. 

Steve Stigiic of Antloch stud- 
ied a chart explaining the tax in- 
crease. A minute earlier he 
spoke with Thompson to learn 
more. 

"I know it's well-needed, but 
they're still going to be short," 
Stigiic said of the two-building 
proposal. 

Before the district knows it, 
the rapid population growth 
will require even more space for 
students, Stigiic said. The dis- 
trict should have planned on 
constructing three new schools, 



he said. 

The biggest concern 
Thompson said he hears from 
students is the idea of lumping 
fifth-graders into the new mid- 
dle school building. The junior 
high would be for grades five- 
through eight. 

Kit Dunn, communications 
specialist for Green Associates, 
explained that fifth-graders 
would be in the same building 
as the middle schoolers, but 
they would be sectioned off into 
their own area and still follow 
an elementary-style program. 

Paula Lohrmann and Dawn 
Kirkegaard came to the Petty 
open house to get more informa- 
tion, they said. The two scruti- 
nized the mini billboards, 
bouncing concerns off of each 
other. 

"It's obvious it's needed, but 
the problem is statewide, and 
that's the real problem," 
Kirkegaard said. She said 
schools all over Illinois are suf- 
fering from overcrowding and 
lack of funds, and she isn't sure 
that building two schools will 
really solve the problem. 

Both Kirkegaard and 
Lohrmann said they wondered 
about the impact the new build- 
ings would have on roads, the 
bus system and other trans- 
portation issues. 

Some residents may be skep- 
tical of the district's plan, but 
others have thrown their full 
support behind it. Joni Kalstrup 
and Tracy Campbell formed 
Citizens for D34 Children, a pro- 
referendum organization. 

Campbell said she was on the 
Assuring the Future committee, 
which determined that building 
two schools would be the best 
way to handle the increasing 
student population. 

Alternatives the committee 
considered included putting an 
addition between Antioch 
Upper Grade School and Petty 
Elementary, adding on to the 
schools and making the schools 
two stories tall, Campbell said.. 
"But we realized that the dis- 
trict is growing at such a rate 
that we needed two new build- 
ings," she said. 

Kalstrup and Campbell said 
they spend nearly 20 hours a

week calling voters, passing out 
flyers and newsletters, and ask- 
ing people to register to vote. 

Kalstrup said this is the solu- 
tion the district has been wait- 
ing for. 

"People hear tax increase 
and they don't hear the rest of 
your sentence," Kalstrup said. 
"They get afraid that the board 
isn't looking out for their best 
interests." 

And the tax increase isn't re- 
ally that bad, the two women 
said. Kalstrup said it's a nice 
dinner out. Campbell compared 
it to a night's stay at Wisconsin 
Dells. 

Kalstrup and Campbell have 
two boys each in the district 
schools. Kalstrup said she does- 
n't want overcrowding to get in 
the way of their education. 

"If I'm going to put my 
money somewhere, that's one 
place where I will definitely put 
my money," Kalstrup said. 

Other area referendums 

Dist. 116 is asking for $17 million in 
school building bonds to reconstruct 
Magee Middle School in Round Lake, 
create a common space at the high 
school and provide all the elemen- 
tary schools with new heating and 
cooling units. 

The referendum will cost of a 
homeowner with a $100,000 home 
23 cents a day. 

Mundelein High School Dist. 20 will 
ask voters to allow an increase in the 
maximum annual educational tax 
rate. Officials say residents will not 
see an Increase in tax rate if the ref- 
erendum passes. 

Because the district recently paid 
off debt, the educational tax rate will 
drop by 40 cents. Officials are seek- 
ing to keep the rate the same and use 
the extra money to restore several 
services and programs that were cut.

Proposed bus routes gain momentum 

Local leaders say expanded public transit 
would connect more people to jobs

Lake County residents might soon 
have two new options for public transit 
that would connect certain areas to job 
opportunities that are currently diffi- 
cult to access for those without per- 
sonal transportation. 

A county-wide effort, called Getting 
to Work in Lake County, was initiated 
last summer, when more than 100 local 
leaders and representatives from vari- 
ous community organizations attended 
planning sessions to develop a strategy 
to connect people to those jobs. 

The resulting plan calls for two new 
bus routes, which would require both 
state and federal funding to accom- 
plish. 

The first route, called the Lake 
County Express, would run simultane- 
ously both west from Waukegan and 
south through North Chicago with 
stops in Gurnee, Grayslake, 
Mundelein, Vernon Hills and 
Libertyville. 



The second route, called the Round 
Lake Connector, would pick up the 
Lake County Express in Gurnee and 
run through Grayslake, the Round 
Lake area and Lake Villa. 

During a presentation of the pro- 
posal at the Community Action 
Partnership of Lake County (CAP) in 
Waukegan, CAP Executing Director 
and CEO Mary Lockhart White said the 
plan would give residents unprece- 
dented access to retail, commercial and 
manufacturing jobs. 

"While we value the mass transit 
service, it has not kept pace with where 
the jobs are located," she said. "These 
jobs, many of which have been added in 
the last two decades, often operate after 
7 p.m. and throughout the weekend, ba- 
sically during times that bus service 
does not." 

The Grand Victoria Foundation, 
which offers grants to Illinois organiza- 
tions focused on economic improve- 
ment, funded the planning process for 
the new routes, which was facilitated 
by Work, Welfare and Families, a state- 



wide coalition based in Chicago that 
works with issues facing low-income 
families. 

David Young, president of Lake 
County Partners, an economic develop- 
ment corporation, said the bus routes 
would provide new job opportunities as 
well as reduce' traffic congestion 
throughout the county. 

"Businesses are looking for an effi- 
cient infrastructure to carry goods and 
services and especially the workforce 
throughout the county and the region, 
which is why we support the project," 
he said. "We're all about connecting 
workers and places of residence to 
jobs." 

In order to make the new routes a re- 
. ality, Lake County legislators are head- 
ing a bipartisan effort to secure $1.19 
million in state transit funds, which 
would be matched by federal access 
funds from the Job Access Reverse 
Commute program. 

State Sen. Terry Link, D-Lake Bluff, 
and State Rep. Kathy Ryg, D-Vernon 
Hills, were also at CAP to pledge their 
support for the program. 

"In a bipartisan way, all 12 Lake 
County legislators have signed off...to

Half of us use the Internet to 
help buy a car, according to a 
recent study. The reasons are 
obvious — we can research and 
compare inventory and pricing 
all from the comfort of our 
homes. Sound good? It can be, 
but since the market has ex- 
panded beyond our neighbor- 
hoods, we may become more 
vulnerable to potential fraud. 

To protect your purchases 
and hard-earned money, you 
should take the same common 
sense approach as with classi- 
fied ads. Here are seven tips to 
finding, a quality used vehicle 
and avoiding fraud online: 

1) See what others 
have to say 

Check to see if the Web site 
listing offers seller feedback. 
Read over information about 





etting scammed 



previous transactions and look 
for any comments that may 
alert you. If the site does not 
offer feedback, ask the seller for 
references. You want to make 
sure the seller is honest and 
will provide a safe, reliable 
transaction. 

2) Contact the seller 

Find out as much as you can 
about both the seller and the 
car you are interested in. Ask 
why they are selling the vehi- 
cle, how many miles and own- 
ers it has and if it has ever been 
in an accident. Ask about the 
condition of the vehicle and if 
all of the service records have 
been kept. 

3) Get a vehicle 
history report 

Get a detailed vehicle history 



report from Carfax (www.car- 
fax.com). The report will give 
you valuable information such 
as the number of owners, 
mileage readings, whether the 
car has ever been salvaged, de- 
clared a lemon and much more. 
Compare the information given 
to you by the seller to the Carfax 
Report. Many of the cars listed 
at sites like AutoMart.com have 
free Carfax Reports. 

4) Know the car's 
market value 

Get online pricing informa- 
tion from Edmunds (www.ed- 
munds.com) or Kelley Blue 
Bopk (www.kbb.com). If the 
price is significantly lower, 
take extra precautions. 
Remember, if the deal seems 
too good to be true, it probably 
is. 



5) Get a second opinion 

It may cost around $75 
bucks, but it is well worth it to 
have a certified mechanic thor- 
oughly inspect the car you are 
serious about (and paying a lot 
of money for). If the car is in a 
different state, contact a me- 
chanic in the local area to 
arrange an inspection. 

6) Proceed with caution 

Review the description, 
payment and shipping details.

Never disclose per- 
sonal information such as your 
social security number, bank 
account number or date of 
birth. 



7) Know your rights
